backing sponsored the invention. 
Walter W. Morey, of East Orange, 
New Jersey, invented, the machine,. 
known as a telctvpesette'r, and the 
Morkrtim-Klclnschmidt 
Corporl- 
tlon of Chicago built it. 


The sending was 
done In the 
demonstration room to two 'ma- 
chines .on the opposite, side of the 
room, which were operated simul- 
taneously from, the name wire. One 
was a linotype..and the other an 
inte'rtype. The short sending wire 
was made eqUivalent.to a distance 
of 140 miles by resistance coils. 


Punched Tape Used- 
The sender punched a tape, sev- 
en-eights of an inch wide, which 
operated the telegraph wire 
by 
sending impulses .corresponding to 
the holes in the tape. At the re- 
ceiving end an instrument a little 
larger than a typewriter produced 
a punched tape exactly like 
the 
sending tape. This receiving tape 
then ran automatically through a 
small electrical machine on a stand 
beside the typesetting ,.machine> 
The little machine: once more trans- 
lated the tape holes into electrical 
Impulses. 


The electric waves were carried 


by- a wire to an apparatus roughly 
resembling -a large human hand, 
fastened to the side of the typeset- 
ting machine. Each metal finger 
controlled a number of letters and 
characters of the typesetting ma- 
chine; which 'it released according 
to the impulse received, and when 
It eave the release:signal the type- 
setting machine functioned exact- 
ly as if a human 
operator had 
pressed down the keys for letters 
or characters. 
The sponsors predict special val- 
ue for the teletypesetter' in trans- 
mitting market quotations directly 
into type, and an opportunity for 
book publishers to saVe. the ex- 
pense of keeping large stores 
of

One sending operator can oper- 
ate an indefinite number of type

wire. 


Neal D'ow Baker,' president nf 
the Intel-type Corporation' of New 
York, a guest, said: 
"The teletypesetter is a device, of 
extraordinary Ingenuity .which ap- 
pears destined to effect, a. substan- 
tial modification of the composing 
methods of dally newspapers-. ,Its 
practicability is not to be. seriously 
questioned." 


Mr. Morey, the Inventor of the; 


teletypesetter, came up from; the' 
compositor's case. He was born in 
Green River, N. Y., in 1382.
